to participate in a four-power con- 
ference on the German question 
unless the Soviet apparatus of dic- 
tatorship disappeared in East Ger- 
many. 

He replied that he was not au- 
thorized to say that, but he went 
on to add that “the conditions for 
free elections are conditions which 
mean the elimination of the die-, 
tatorial situation in East Germany. 

Basic Demands of Allies 

Free elections, the formation of 
a free all-German Government, the 
negotiation of a peace treaty by 
the four occupying powers with 
such a government, and the fix- 
ing of Germany’s frontiers in a 
peace treaty constitute the basis 
of the Allied position on Ger- 
many’s reunification. 

Dr. Conant said the United 
States Government's aims in Ger- 
many had not changed. He de- 
clared there was no contradiction 
between Germany’s reunification 
and the objectives of the European 
Defense Community Treaty. 

Answering a question Dr. C.on- 
ant said that Vladimir S. Semye- 
nov, Soviet high commissioner, 
had not yet approached the West- 
ern High ^Commissioners with a 
proposal for a four-power meeting.

missioner added that he was sched- 
ule to yisit. Berlin, again next 
week and that if Mr. Semyenov 
wished to call, he [Dr. Conant] 
would be glad to see him.

injustices of the post-war years 
and must recognize these must be 
withdrawn,” he added. 

The High Commissioner contin- 
ued that if the Soviet authorities 
were serious in their attempts to 
conciliate the people of East Ger- 
many they must carry out their 
“paper promises” and restore in- 
dividuals rights. 

- The Soviet authorities also must 
remove the barriers separating 
East Germany from West Ger- 
many and East Berlin from West 
Berlin, he added. 

Answering a question, Dr. Conant 
said the proposal of several Ger- 
man politicians to separate the 
Bonn peace contract with the 
Western Allies from the European 
Defense Community Treaty to ac- 
celerate the normalization of rela- 
tions with the Western Allies was 
not a realistic solution to the prob- 
lem caused by the delays in ratifi- 
cation to the Defense Community 
Treaty. 

Dr. Conant announced two more 
decisions intended to accelerate 
the normalization of relations be- 
tween West Germany and the 
Western Allies. 

The first was a decision of the 
Office of the United States High 
Commission to extend greater 
jurisdiction to German courts in 
the United States zone. 

The second was an invitation to 
the West German Government to 
install some of its services in one 
of the buildings to be vacated by 
the United States as a result of 
staff reductions in the Office of 
the High Commissioner. 

Dr. Conant said the West Ger- 
man Government, which provided 
the land on which the United 
States High Commissioner's head- 
quarters was built, had accepted 
the invitation.
